There are no speed restrictions. Consequently, traffic speeds are high and sight distances are limited.
. Then- were, no. reported accidents in this section in 'TIMS or t!)4!l. There have been two accidents at the Roberts TJoad intersection, this year: one involving a driver who had heen drinking, and one involving a right of way violation

and a vehicle with faulty brakes. A fatal accident occurred 150 feet west of Roberts Road when a vehicle swerved off the highway and struck a child walking along the shoulder. The pedestrian was not crossing the highway as has been stated by various people. Traffic signals, traffic officers, painted signs, or any other form of warning at the Inter­ section would not ha,ve saved this child.

The installation of one set of traffic lights costs between five and eight thousand dollars and due to the'low traffic count at this point it would appear that the installation, of signals would be unreasonable.
Our representatives have conferred with Superintendent of Schools Pr. J. H. Hull and Judge John A. ShidJer. These men are to discuss the problem with local clubs. In the mean­ while, a speed zone survey is under way. When this is completed, controls will again be discussed with Messrs. Shlrtler. Hull, and City Manager George W. Stevens.

Mrs. G. H. Miller, in her opinion, -evidently, has a logical cnmplainl. However, when all Ihp facts are known, it would seem that conditions are not as bad as she states. We are not asking for any retraction on "your part, hut we are re- qtiostlng thai before publishing letters such as these that you consult: with our Los Angeles office so that both sides of the finest ion may be known.
